| THE CYCLONE IN OHIO. 


A Scene of Desolation at Washing- 
ton Court-House and Sur- 


rounding Oountry. 


Seven Dead Bodies Found in the Ruins 
Fully 300 People Injured, 
Many Fatally. 


The Damage $1,000,000—Victims at Other 
Points An Appeal for Aid—Havoo 
Elsewhere. 


CINCINNATI, O., Sept. 9.—|Special.]—As early 
as 7 o’clock last evening ominous black clouds 
were gathering in the north and west back of 
the bluffs of Price’s Hill. An hour later a 
touch of the tempest’s fury was felt through- 
out the Ohio and Mill Creek Valleys, and 
weather prophets predicted great damage by 
the elements to the more open country. And 
such was the case. At 11 o‘clocx a brief tele- 
phone message was received from Bloomingz- 
burg, Fayette County, that part of Washington 
Court-House had been destroyed and a num- 
ber of people killed and injured. Tele- 
graph wires were all down and the 
newspapers remained in ignorance of the 
actual damage until almost 2 o’clock, when, a 
wire having been tapped two miles west of the 
scene of greatest destruction, meagre and in- 
definit particulars were obtained. | 

The storm was not entirely local in its nature. 
There were reports of it in Indiana and even 
in Southern Michigan and Eastern Missouri. 
Although there was high wind it did no dam- 
age about this city to speak of, but apparently

In two or three places cookstoves had been set 
up in the street to cook the meals of bomeless 
familes. Broken boards and shingies from the

ELSEWHERE IN OHIO. 

CIRCLEVILLE, O., Sept. 9.—Last night's tor- 
nado passed through the county a few miles 
south of this place, unroofing houses and blow- 
Ing down fences and trees, after which a very 
heavy rain fell. 

To.Lepo, O., Sept. 9.—A severe wind-storm 
visited the vicinity of Napoleon, O., last night, 
doing much damage to farm-houses, barns, 
orchards, and crops. But little damage is re- 
ported in the town, the storm passing two 
miles north of the piace, moving in a north- 
easterly direction and covering a space half a 
mile in width, It crossed the Southern Divis- 
ion of the Lake Shore Railroad near Elmore, 
O., and the Northern Division near Oak Har- 
bor, prostrating nearly all lines of telegraph 
in its course and doing mucb injury to farm 
property of all descriptions. Corn is beaten 
flat to the ground. No loss of life has so far 
been reported, and particulars are wanting on 
which to base an estimate of the loss of prop- 
erty, which will, however, be quite heavy. 

In Miami County, Ohio, the storm’s course 
was due east. At Colesville, in that county, 
two barns were blown down and the dweliing 
of Mr. Winterstein was carried around ana one 
side and end blown away. Three members of 
the family are seriously hurt. On the other 
side of the Miami River a grain-house was 


molishing his barn entirely. At 
‘Mrs. Cheever’s farm one house was 
carried several rods and the furniture was 
blown away. Mrs. George Cheever and two 
children escaped unhurt: The other house, a 
large frame dwelling, was taken up, turned 
partially around, and dropped nearly where it 
started from.

AN UNLOOKED-FOR EXPLOSION IN A POTTS- 


Conquest, 
Iroquois Point for Chicago, was struck by the 
gale of yesterday when off Two Rivers, and 
ber foresail and staysails were carried away. 
She was kept on ber course, but shipped such 
heavy seas that her decks were filled, and often- 
times it was feared that she would founder. 
To clear ber deck it was necessary to cut 
away her bulwarks, and all hands were set at 
work jettisoning her cargo. Her entire deck- 
load of about fifteen cords was thrown over- 
board, when she made better weather of 
it and arrived this morning.

The schooner Olga of Chicago and a light fure- 
and-aft schooger are at anchor in the bay. The 
only departures from here today were the

Josephine Dresden for Racine. When the tug 
G. R. Green was eighteen miles off here 
today Vincent Diuge, one of her crew, was 
washed overboard. The tug was brought 
about, but when she got in the trough of the 
sea another man went overboard. He was 
rescued, however, but Dluge drowned. The 
schooners Fearless, Transit, Mary Ludwig, and 
Una arrived today minus their deck-loads, 
which were washed overboard. 


OFF LONG POINT—TWO PERSONS DROWNED.

VILLE COLLIERY CAUSES THE DEATH OF A 
BOY AND FATALLY INJURES FIVE MEN. 
PorrsvILLI, Pa., Sept. 9.— Special. — A gas 

explosion took place this morning in the Otto 

colliery, operated by the Philadeipbia & Read- 
ing Coal and Iron Company, one boy being 
killed and five men fatally$injured. Eleven 
others were also more or less severely burned. 
About 450 men and boys are empioyed in the 
mine, both inside and outside. In the new 
level, upon which work has been prosecuted, 
the coal has been throwing off sulphur and 
this rose to the upper level, where a gang was 
at work. Not long before the explosion 
Patrick Kilrain and his son came out with 
naked lights, but noticed no gas. A short 
time afterwards several men came out, and as 
soon as the door was opened there was a ter- 
rific explosion. John Lynn was the name of 
the lad killed. The fatally injured were: 

THOMAS LYNN, 27, single; Durned about the 
hands and face. 

ROBERT LYNN, 24; burned on breast, head, and 
arms. | 

JOHN GRAHAM, 30, married, with wife and two 
children; burned about the body. 

ALEXANDER FREW, 30, married, with wife and 
two children; badly burned on head and body. 

JOHN SMITH, single, 21; burned in the face and 
on the body. | 

The father of the Lynn boys was killed by a 
fall of coal in 1876. The explosion created 
more than ordinary surprise, because this col- 
liery was considered more than usuaily safe. 
Many of the men engaged were employed on 
new levels, and were not taking out coal. The 
force of the explosion was something fearful, | 
and resembled the report of an immense quan- 

tity of gunpowder. | 
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The covered bridge over Paint Creek is de- 
molished, many private residences are in ruins, 
poles are uprooted, and wires are down. 

TO THE NORTHWEST. 

Northwest of here thousands of trees have 
snapped off, and crops are ruined, and many 
houses are down. Two children were 
kilied near Jasper.

We 
shared with him the trials and tribulations as 
well as labors and batties of Henry, Donelson, 
Shiloh, Corinth, Iluka, and Vicksburg, wheu that 
transcendant and most valuable of ali victor- 
les turned the universal gaze ot our bewildered 
countrymen to the new star in the West.“ 
which plainly foretold the man who bad dis- 
pelled the cloud which “lowered oer our 
bouge,“ and was to lead us to the triumphant 
victories of 1865, and to the stable, enduring 
prosperity of 1885. Hundreds, yea, thousands, 
of busy brains are no#trying to comprebend 
and describe this man who did so much in 80 
short a time, to trace the mysterious causes of 
his most wonderful career, and to account for 
known.results. They look tous, who were his 
daily Asso iates in that critical epoch, to aid 
them in their commendabie work, and as your 
President I must on this occasion contribute a 
share. | 
In the year 1839 I was a first-classman in the 
Un.ted States Military Academy at West Point, 
a position of exaltation never reached since, 
though reasonably successtul in life, and 
there appeared on the walls of the hall in 
“Old North Barrack” alist of new cadets, 
among which was U. 8, Grant.“ A crowd 
of lookers-on read “ United States Grant,” 
Uncle Sam Grant,“ Sam Grant.“ and “Sam 
Grant be is today in the traditions of the old 
Fourth United States Infantry. It acterwards 
transpired that bis name was actualiy Ulysses 


Hiram Grant, and the mistake had deen 


made by Gen. Hamer, the member of 
Congress who nominated. him as 
the cadet from nis district. Cadet 
Grant tried to correct this mistake at the begin- 
ning and end of his cadet life without success, 
and to history his name must ever be U. 8. 
Grant. I remember his personal appearance at 
the time, but the gulf of separation between a 
“first-classman”’ and a plebe“ at West 
Poiat was, and still is, deeper and wider than 
between the General-in-Chief and a private 


soldier in the army, so that I hardly noticed 


him. His reputation in the Fourth Infantry, 
in which us served through the Mexican War 
and until he resigned his commission as Cap- 
tain in Oregon, July 31, 1854, was of a good, 
willing officer, always ready for duty, extreme- 
ly social ana friendly with bis fellows, but in 
no sense conspicuous, brilliant, or manifesting 
the wonderful qualities afterwards developed 
in him. 

T recall one Instance when I met bim in St. 
Louis in 1857, when he was a farmer in the 
country, and I, too, was out of the military 
service. The only impression left on my mem- 
ory is that I then concluded that West Point 
and the regular army were not good schools 
for farmers,-bankers, merchants, and. mechan-

They raised the dark curtain which before bad 
almost hidden out all hope tor the future, and 
displayed the peiicy and course of action neoes- 
sary oniy to be follewed with. persistence to 
achieve ultimate success. Great as were his 
after achiévements, 1 shall ever rate 
those of Henry — Doneison among the 
best. Yet by one of those accidents so com- 
mon in war, he had incurred the dispieasure of 
his superior, Gen. Halleck, whom I then 
esteemed as the master mind, ruling and direct- 
ing the several armies subject to his orders 
from his headquarters in St. Louis.- So that 
when in March, 1862, 1 was permitted to take 
the feld from Paducah with a new division, 1 
found Gen. Granat at Fort Henry under or- 
ders from Gen. Halleck to remain there and 
to turn over the command of bis 
army, then flushed with victory under his im- 
mediate leadership, to Gen. C. F. Smith, bis 
next in rank. It so happened that Gen. Smith 
had been Adjutant and commandant when 
Grant and I were cadets at West Point, and he 
was universally esteemed as the model soldier 
of his day. He bad also acquired large fame 
in the Utah expedition, and in the then recent 
capture of Fort Doneison, so that Gen. Grant 
actually looked up to him as the older 
if not the better soldier, though he was at that 
time the senior by commission. Not one word 
of complaint came from him, only a general 
expression of regret that be had been wrongly 
and unjustly represented to Gen. Halleck, and 
he advised me to give to Gen. Smith my most 
loyal support. Gen. Smith conducted the ex- 
pedition up the Tennessee Kiver to Savannah, 
Eastport, and Pittsburg Landing, gave all the 
orders and instructions up to within a few 
days of the Battle of Shiloh, when his heaith, 
shattered by the merest accident, compelied 
him to relinquish the command again to Gen. 
Grant, who quietly resumea it where Smith 
nad left off—‘* accepted the situation ’’—made 
few or no changes, and fought on the ground 
which bad been selected by Gen. Smith 

the bloody Battie of Shiloh. 
the fiercely contested battle he dies- 
played the coolness, the personal courage, 
forethought, and deliberation which atterwara 
made him famous among men. Yet was he 
traduced, slandered, and wronged, not only by 
the press universaily, but by those who were 
in positions of authority over him. You, how- 
ever, who were at the baitie’s front stood by 
him true and loyal always, and to his dying 
day he loved the Army of the Tennessee above 
all others by reason of their loyalty to him 
in these the darkest days of his eventful 
life. Nor was the end yet. After this great 
battle three armies were assembled on that 
bloody fleid—Buen's, Pope’s, and Grant’s— 
and Gen. Haileck came in person from St. 
Louis to command the whole, with the declared 
purpose to assume the boid offensive. ‘hese 
armies were reorganized. Bueil’s army be- 
came the centre.“ Pope's | the left,“ and 
Grant's was broken up. One part under Gen. 
George H. Thomas was styied the “right,’’ whiist 
the other under Gen. Grant was absolutely 
left out in the cold with a little second in 
command unknown to American law or bis- 
tory.

and conquer as a matter of course. He aiways 
claimed that we must follow up and defeat the 
Rebel armies and compel them to submit to 
the authority of the National Government. He 
believed in deeds, not words; in a war of ag- 
gression, not maneuvre; and from Belmont to 
Appomattox his strategy and tactics were the 
same—over siraight to the mark—till all 
armed resistance had ceased and abso- 
lute submission to lawful authority was 
promised. He was always outspoken 
in his praises of the Army of the Tennessee by 
reason of its earnestness at Henry and Donel- 
son, its stubborn courage at Shiloh, its quiet 
submission to unfriendly authority at Corinth, 
its quick response to his call at luka, and the 
splendid qualities displayed throughout the 
Vicksburg campaign, or in bis own words as 
recently recorded. The campaign of Vicks- 
burg was suggested and developed by oiroum- 
stances, and it now looks as though Providence 
bad directed its course while the Army of the 
Tennessee exeouted the deoree.“ Yes, 
my comrades, “there is a Providence 
which shapes our ends, rough bew them as we 
may. And fortunate was it for us and for all 
mankind that two such men as Lincoin and 
Grant were on duty durmg the critical year 
1868, each the full complement to the other— 
the one to think, the other to do—forming the 
solid arch on which our giorious Union could 
safely repose in the then earthquake of passion 
and folly. Events then carried him into a 
higher and more eniarged sphere of action, 
where we bad to contemplate bim, as it were, in 
the distance; but when I was summoned to 
him at Chattanooga in the autumn of 1863, and 
told him that the Fifteenth Corps was close 
behind, it would have done your hearts good 
to have seen’ the satisfaction beam from bis 
eyes and to have heard the flattering woras 
which poured from bis lips. He was only im- 
patient for us to get into position to attack 
Bragg on Missionary Ridge before ne 
could claim to have withdrawn without 
being forced. 80 also when events had 
carried us to Savannah, he was anxious 
have his old Western armies come to him at 
Richmond to wind up the job, as he ex- 
pressed it. But he yielded gracefully. to the 
inevitavle when he came to count the ships 
neceseary to transport us to James River. 

I will not yield to the temptation to trace the 
wonderful career of this our comrade through 
his later life, which in its phases surpasses any 
of which history, ancient or modern, records. 
Surely Plutarch. gives no parallel, nor does 
Sparks. To compare Grant with Alex 
ander, Hannibal, Cesar, Napoleon, or 
Wellmgton seems to me to be folly, 
for he was not similar to any one of them, any 
more than the period of time in which they 
existed resembied ours. No! Each epoch 
creates aed taxon. nts, and Gen, Grant more 
ere ar pens the American character 
of 1861-'65 than | ** other living man. There- 
tore he will stand as the typical bero of the 
ereat Civil War in America of the nineteenth 


‘gentury. Nevertheless we may continue to 


gather chaplets to strew on his grave as loving 
tokens of our remembrance. 

You must all recail that at dur niceting at 
Cleveland in October, 1883, 1 reported ‘to you 
that Genu. Grant bad told me that he had some- 
thing special to say of the Army of the Ten- 
nessee, in consequerice of which you elected 
him the orator ior the next annual meeting at 
Minnetonka, in August, 1884. 

He intended to come, but at the last mo- 
ment bis health and physician forbade and 
‘we had to chose a substitute. Again 
was he chosen for our orator for this éccasion, 
and by the record he is still the orator, but he 
is now dead, and must speak to us by his sub- 
stitute, Gen. John B. Sanborn, who has kindiy 
consented to fulflil the office, and I am weil as- 
sured that the special matter he wished to 
reveal to us will de found fully elaborated in 
his forthcoming memoirs. 

The newspapers of the day have been so full 
of the details of the funeral that it were super- 
fluous for me to say more than that it was one 
of the most complete tributes of the homage to 
the dead this country has ever witnessed. 

Beginning at Mount MacGregor the morning 
of Tuesday, Aug. 4, it continued without in- 
terruption till 6 o’clock p. m. Saturday, Aug. 8. 
1885, to the spot selected by his son, approved 
by the entire family, and accepted by all who 
had a right to be consulted. 

This spot is on the banks of the Hudson 
at the upper end of Riverside Park—not a park 
in the sense of a pleasure-ground, but a hill as 
yet in the rou d susceptible of infinit em- 
bellishments/Which will remain as firm as the 
granit rocks on which it stands till the carth 
shall give up its dead and time shail be no 
more. 

lf the spirits of the dead haye the privilege 
of contemplating their own tomb then will 
Gen. Grant's be content, for from the pedestal 
he can look upon the old revolutionary forts 
Lee and Washington at h‘s very feet, the beau- 
tiful palisades -just across the river, Tappan 
See and the Highiands above, the mighty City 
of New York, with its busy harbor, be.ow, and 
Long Island Sound across the peninsula. 

lam well aware that some of our comrades 
wouid have preterred Washington City as the 
burial-piace. of our dead General, but 
let us examine the facts and precedents, 
President Washington is buried at Mount ver- 
non, Jefferson at Monticello, the Adamses at 
Quincy, Jackson at the Hermitage, Harrison at 
North Bend, Polk at Nashville, Taylor at Louis- 
ville, Lincoln at Springfield, Garfleid at Cleve- 
land; and so aiso of the army, Scott is buried 
at West Point, Meade at Philadelphia, Thomas 
at Troy, McPherson at Clyde—whilst all these 
or nearly all have statues or busts in the Na- 
tional Capital. So may it be with Grant. Each 
city, town, and even hamlet may have what- 
ever monument it is willing to erect, but 
it seems to me better that all should unite ana 
build a strong, solid, simple monument, char- 
acteristic of the man, over his gruve on the 
banks of the Hudson, and then, like Shaks- 
peare, inscribe on it: 

Good friend, for Jesus” sake, forbeare 
To digg the dust enclosed here; 

Blest be ye man yt spares these stones, 
And curst de he yt moves my bones. 

Grant needs ho monument to perpetuate the 
memory of uis virtues—his weaknesses lie 
buried with bis bones—but if one or 
more monuments are to de erected 
to gratify the living let them be 
like himself—strong, simple, durable, 
and in good taste. Better imitate his example, 
“accept the situation, and erect one good 
monument on the banks ot the Hudson,” 
where be now lies buried in peace and at rest 
ete: nal.

GEN. SANBORN. 

Gen. Sanborn was then introduced and spoke 
substantialiy as follows: 

COMRADES AND FELLOW-CITIZENS: That 
great, wise, wonderful man who had accepted 
your invitation to deliver the oration at -this 
meeting, who would have spoken to you as no 
other man can, and to whom you would have 
listened as you can to no other man, is no more. 
That voice, whose gentiest accents moved 


— its migntiest fallen, and we for the most 
d, and beloved of our 
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by more than two to one. But 
8 80 handled by Geus. Grant and Sher- 
alae overwhelming odds the 
and victory won. Yet, for this 
unparalleled achievement this il- 
was heralded throughout the 
country as unfit to command any force, as neg- 
ligent, careless, and unskiliful, unduly under 
the influence of stimulants on the momentous 
occasion, 

That service for which other nations would 
have bowed down and worshiped—a service 
like that which England bas many times re- 
warded by donations of millions of dollars— 
brought tothis hero dishonor and disgrace. 
He was removed from the actual command of 
the army, and during the siege of Corinth was 
often seen two or three files in rear of the 
General Commanding-in-Chief, among staff of- 
ficers and aides-de-camp, and yet no one heard 
any com plaints—no threat to leave the army, 
no feeling of revenge or hate. 

Nothing but most devoted patriotism, not h- 
ing but the most intense desire for the succoss 
of the Federal cause and the Federal arms, in 
connection with absolute control over bis own 
spirit, could haye induced him to submit to 
these indignities and remain still in the servico 
and on duty with the army. 

In addition to this absolute mastery over bis 
own impuises and passions, it must be stated 
that be had understanding in a most extraor- 
dinarg degree, and military skill and judgment 
unsurpassed in the history of the worid. No 
campaign that received his full and uncondi- 
tional approval ever wholly failed, and if ever 
any partially falled it was because some im- 
portant subordinate commander fuiled to carry 
out his part of the plan and to execute the 
orders g ven him. Gen. Lee was not compelled 
to capitulate at the Wilderness or Spottsyi- 
vania, instead of at Appomatox a year later, 
simply because a whole corps, ordered to go 
into action simultaneously witb that of Gen. 
Hancock’s the day of the crisis of the battle of 
gM plac made no attack and did not fire 
a shot. 

it has been said by some of his detractors 
that he lacked that military tact and skiil which 
enable commanders to succeed without great 
sacrifice and loss—that in the high art of strat- 
egy he falled. Such a statement is without any 


foundation and receives no support from any 
| Of the campaigns that be conducted. His plans 
were such that they iorced the surrender of 


armies, and advanced the Federai authority at 
all points within his command. It is indeed 
true that he was not governed by the precise 
principles of strategy and rules laid down in 
works and by authors on the art of war, for be 
was above and superior to them. all. No mil. 
tary critic of any note bas pointed out any mis- 
takes or failures in the strategy after he took 
command of all our armies. He surrendered 
nothing that had been previously won, and ad- 
vanced all armies at the same time upon stra- 
tegic lines where all resuits were favorable, and 
accomplished the most for his Government and 
tended to break down and cripple the enemy in 
the greatest degree: 

But his great faculties and extraordinary 
powers shone forth most brilliantly in great 
crises, amid acts and soenes of most intense 
excitement that tended to dethrone the reason 
and induce all ordinary men to act almost sole- 


ly from impulse. Unlike all others at such 


times, he thought deliberately, spoke calmly, 


noted judiciousiy, felt confidently. At Cham- 


pion Hill, when the Thirteenth and Seven- 


teenth Corps had been driven back and were in 


of annibilation, by bringing his

their lines he won the day, capturing sever- 
al thousand prisoners and many batteries.

battle. No commander-ever lived who pos- 


sessed this faculty of giving ‘the right order 


and domg precisely the right thing at the right 
time in a greater degree than did the first com- 
mander of the Army of the Tennessee. The 
same quality was manifested in as great, and 
possibly in a greater, degree in the battle 
fought the same year at Missionary Ridge. 

Up to this time in his careeer, Gen. Grant had 
had nothing to da with the political campaigns 
and schemes of that period, and it was proph- 
esied of him that wher he should take com- 
mand of the Eastern armies—all the armies of 
the couptry—and be surrounded by d 
brought into contact with the politicians of 
the country, that his glory would wane, and 
that the fate which had befailen the other 
commanders who had won wlory in the West 
and taken command in the East would also be- 
fall him; but those who propheised thus had 
far too low an estimate of the man. 80 great 
a task as that undertaken by bim when he 
accepted the rank of Lieutenant-General and 
took command of all the forces of the United 
States was never before undertaken by any 
mortal. Under the greatest discouragements, 
this great man took command of ali the 
armies of the country. He moved forward 
with the Army of the Potomac with as much 
confidence, as much zeal, and as much deter- 
mination to ultimately win a battle and force 
the surrender of the enemy as if that army 
had never seen failure; and in one year ail 
was accomplished. 

Considering his character with reference 
particularly to his military achievements, he 
stands before the world greater than Alex- 
ander, greater than Ceesar, greater than Napo- 
leon, and of equal greatness with Wellington. 
It must be admitted, we think, that the resem- 
blance between the characters and traits of 
Gen. Grant and the Duke of Wellington is 
more striking than between any others of the 
great military men of history. They carried 
on campaigns and fought batties with equally 
successful results. Both had the utmost de- 
liberation and sound and accurate judgment, 
even under the most intense excitement. Hach 
brought order out of con!usion, harmony out 
of discord, prosperity out of adversity, and 
estabiished their respective nations upon the 
rock of eternai justice, and died lamented by 
ali nations and all classes of mankind, 

It bas been said b, many, and there has been 
a tendency to acquiesce in the saying, that the 
General was not a statesman and knew little 
of the arts of government; that his mind was 
receptive and not inventive; that ne was 
wanting in the high attainments of statesman- 
ship. 

That he was not versed in the art of govern- 
ment as a result of experience in the manage- 
ment of governmental affairs is true, but it is 
not true that be was not a master of this art 
in manner and degree the same as the art of 
war. Early in his Administration be formed 
the belief that he could adopt a policy that 
would lead to an amicabie and honorable ad- 
justment of the most serious complications 
between our Government and the ivadmg 
Power of the world. He was opposed by ‘most 
experienced and renowned statesmen. To pro- 


ceed in his own way required that the most 


iliustrious and popular Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations in the Senate 
should be removed. He did not hesitate to 
make the issue, nor to do ail 
that was required to accomplish the 
grand result which speedily followed. 
Judged by all correct standards, and the con- 
clusion must ever be, that while Grant was by 
universal acciaim the first General of his time, 
he was second to none for far-seeing states- 
manshbip. 

All that is mortal—-and how little this is of 
such a man!—is no more. But during every 
day of the life of those of us who were with 
him and served with him, he wili appear in the 
treshness and vigor of his best days, and bis 
precepts and examples, like his name, will be 
immortal. 

On the bank of the historic river whose name 
is inseparably linked with the history of the 
trials and virtues of the early settiers of this 
country, and with the patriotism, struggles, 
hardships, and triumpbs ot our revolutionary 
sires; amid the hum of the industries of the 
honest millions of his countrymen, happy and 
free, and the learning and refinement which are 
tne flower and glory of the country whict he 
saved, jet his mortal remains rest till the 
heavens be no more.

est glory, which, Heaven be praised, his eyes 
were permitted in ciear vision to see. I 
mean the love he won from the people 
whom he conquered—won by his magna- 
nimity of soul—won by the resuiting 
value to them of his war against them. |[Ap- 
plause.] I mean the enemies of his mighty 
strife who stood his tearful friends at his dying 
bed. Nocontending armies ever fought be- 
fore to so desperate a conclusion. No con- 
queror ever rode to such utter victory; but bis 
war was waged for no conguest—for no per- 
sonal ambition. He fought in enlightened

And his success 
shed blessings on the vanquished and victori- 
ous alike. He lived to receive perfect reward 
of perfected work, the gratetul homage of a 
reunited Nation, indissolubly bound by the 
common interusts now universaily recognized, 
still further knit by general National love now 
universally felt. What a marvelous vicis- 
situde! What warrior ever wrote his ad- 
versary before two such messages as 
he to Buckn@? Once be woke the 
reverberahons of a gloomy Sky 
when he sent that stern demand to 
his foe which first gave promise to our cause 
No ͤ terms but unconditional surrender.“ To 
that foe, become his friend, and rendering tear- 
ful duty at his bedside, be wrote again: *I 
bave witnessed since my sickness just what I 
have wished to see ever since the War—bhar- 
mony and good feeling between the sections. 
[Apulause.] And who bore his pall and min- 
gied tears upon his urn—the greatest surviving 
comrades of his war, the greatest surviving 
enemies of his war. Who are now his mourners? 
The survivers of the armies which he led, and 
the survivors of the armies which he fought, 
and all the people from whom those armies 
sprang, and adouble generation of their parent- 
age. Think how the great warriors of earth 
have rode before; how noble captives and 
ruined. nations bave made their triumphal 
marchés grand. How the curses of ‘enslaved 
men bave chased their harrowed souls ‘in the 
fight; and then how, sweetly borne to 
Heaven's embrace, Grant's mighty 
spirit rose on the heartfelt prayers 
of a grateiul people, rejoicing in the liberty 
and mutual love he had fought and striggied 
for. No, we have no chaplet of mere ‘laurel 
for tis marble; but twine there the wode@bi 
the honeys and the rose to teil the 
that the affection of his countrymet, rising 
like inéense from all happy American homes, 
withthe guerdon of’ bis character and deeds 
the enduring aureole of his renown. ©

TYPHOID-FEVER IN NEW YORK. 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune.j|—The latest telegraphic 
advices this morning from Italy deny the pain- 
ful rumor circulated yesterday about the in- 
tensity of the cholera at Palermo, and say that 
two of the most eminent medical men there 
agree that the cases calied cholera are very 
doubtfui ones. Nevertheless the Naples offi- 
cials continue to prevent the refugees landing 
from Palermo. a 

It bas been learned that during the last sum- 
mer there has been great mortality from 
cholera and dysentery at Pindi, Quettah, and 
Bolan Pass, In the English regiments 130 
soldiers and nine officers died—thirty were of- 
officers invalided, and a large number of cool- 
ies also died. 

Rome, Sept. 9.—There are still several cases 
of cholera at Parma and Caserta. The re- 
mainder of Italy is healthy. Confidence is re- 
turning. ae 

Several cases of cholera are reported at 
Spezzia. 

A few cases of Gcholera are reported from 
Parma. At Palermo the official returns for the 
day gave five cases and two deaths, but other 
reports show there were really nineteen cases 
and five deaths. The rest of Sicily 
12s healthy. Many of the Italian citics 
are asking for the establishment of quarantine 
against Sicily. At Naples today a mob de- 
manded that the refugees from Sicily be pro- 
hibited from entering the city. The crowd 
finally became riotous, and the 
officials were compelied to acquiesce. 
The mob surrounded the hotel where a num- 
ber of refugees from Palermo were staying 
and made threatening demonstranons. The 
soldiers were called out and dispersed the riot- 
ers, but not until many persons were wounded. 

WASHINOTrOR, D. C., Sept. 9.—United States 
Consul Carroll informs Secretary Bayard that 
two sudden deaths occurred yesterday at Paler- 
mo. The symptoms were ot choiera. 

Paris, Sept. 9.—There were six deaths from 
cholera yesterday at Salon, two at Nimes, and 
two at St. Cezaire. 

Gen. de Courcey, commander of the French 
troops in Annam, telegraphs to the Minister of 
War that oholera is nearly vanished from 
Toulon. 

MARSEILLES, Sept. 9.—The cholera epidemic 
is decreasing here. Only eight deaths were re- 
ported yesterday, and only thirty-seven pa- 
tients remain under treatment at the Pharo 
Hospital. The municipal authorities are again 
minimizing the number of deaths m cholera 
in order to revive trade. 

Eight deaths from cholera were reported jn 
the city today. Five patients were admitted 
to the Pharo Hospital and two died. 

GIBRALTAR, Sept. 9.—There has been an 
alarming increase in the number of cholera 
cases at the Spanish lines. In the last twenty- 
four hours there have been twenty-one new 
cases and fourteen deaths. No new case is re- 
ported in Gibraltar for ninety-six hours. 
Traffic is still open, and 1,500 persons enter 
Gibraltar daily. 

Cholera prevails at the Spanish lines of a bad 
type. The patients are prostrated from the 
beginning. Trade is at a standstill. The la- 
borers are destitute. The local relief commit- 
tee feeds 500 poor people daily. The town is in a 
healthy condition, being swept and disinfected 
twice a day. 

TOULON, Sept. 9.—One death from cholera 
was reported yesterday, and 117 patients are 
under treatment in the various hospitals. Sev- 
eral are in a critical condition. 

Three deaths from cholera occurred today. 
The mistral is blowing. 

There were four deaths from cholera last 
night. Fugitives are returning to the city in 
large numbers. It is feared this will lead toa 
revival of the epidemic. 

Maprip, Sept. 9.—Throughout Spain yester- 
day 1,785 new cases of cholera and 664 deaths 
were reported. 

Throughout Spain today 1,569 new cases and 
572 deaths were reported. 

BarussEts, Sept. 9.—It is rumored that there 
are several cases of cholera at Mons, the Capi- 
tal of the Province of Hanaiut. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 9.—A young woman af- 
flioted with small-pox was found walking along 
the street last evening, having just arrived 
from Hartwell’s Locks. _ She was at once 
taken to the contagious-disease hospital. An- 
other case was aiso admitted to the hospital 
last night, the patient being a youpg man who 
was stricken with the disease at Rovkland, 
where he arrived last week from St. Jerome, 

‘Que., having passed through Montreal on 
the train. There is no small-pox at either St. 
Jerome or Rockland, and every possibie pre- 
caution has been taken to prevent the spread 
of the disease. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 9.—[Special.|—Two 
women accompanied by two children were 
passengers by the western train last night for 
Chicago. At Cateau Station, about forty 
miles from Montreal, the Ontario health 
inspector boarded the train and discovered 
that one of the children was suffer- 
ing from small-pox. The car was 
quickly cieared of ali but these four passen- 
gers and shunted onto a siding until this morn- 
ing, When it was taken back to Montreai and 
the child was removed to the civic bospital. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 9.—The official report 
of the health office today states that forty new 
cases of smali-pox were reported yesterday, 
twenty-three. of which were authenticated. 
Twenty-three deaths were reported. 

RiIcHFORD, -Vt., Sept. 9.—Smaill-pox has 
reached Sutton, Quebec, a town eight miles 
from here, and fears are entertained that it 
will reach Richford. The victim of the disease 


at Sutton isa railroad man employed by the

either be vaccinated or leave. Sieeping-cars 
between Boston and Montreai are now detained 
bere on the trip from Boston, and are not al- 
towed to enter Canada.

Couldn't. 


Sir Richard Sutton Declines to Let the 
Owners of the Puritan Pay the Ge- 
nesta s Damages, 


“New York, Sept. 9.—|Special.j—Captain 
Carter, of the English cutter Genesta, said to- 


day that there were no hard feelings about the 


collision. All of the persons interested in the 
Genesta recognized that it was accidental, and 
they thought they had been very handsomely 
treated by the committee and everybody else. 
Such accidents, he said, were very common on 
the other side of the water, and, consequently, 
quite excusabie over here. f 

Having been asked what he thought of the 
Puritan, he replied that she was undoubtedly a 
very fast boat, and that the Genesta would 
have a good deal of trouble to beat her. Still 
he thought the Genesta cou!d do it. He said 
also it was worth his while to come over bere 
to see the crowd that went down to witness 
Monday’s race. Nothing like it was ever seen 
on the other side of the water. 

The Genesta received her new bowsprit to- 


day and it was putin place, every think being 


in as good order as herctofore. Sir Ricuard 
Sutton, in a letter, refuses to allow the owners 
to pay for the damages to the Genesta, saying 
they are too slight to count for anything. 
Beth yachts are now in good condition for Fri- 
day’s race. 

On board the Puritan today sailmakers were 
busy mending the rent in the mainsail. 
work was finished before night and the sail was 
pronounced as good asever. Everybody on 
board the Puritan was exceedingly regretful 
that the accident had happened, and wished 
to have the fact distinctly stated 
that no sharp practice was intended. It was 
said that Capt. Crocker, who was at the wheel, 
proposed to go to the leeward of the cutter and 
come about on ber weather quarter, and ac- 
tually bore away to do it, but he was advised 
differently by one of the owners, who 
saw that the Puritan could not go to 
leeward without coming into collision. 
Capt. Crocker said it was an accident that 
would not happen once in twenty years. It had 
never happened to him before, and he would 
take good care that it would never happen 


again. 

The Puritan and Genesta will probably sail 
down to the horeshoe tomorrow afternoon, 
preparatory tothe race Friday. 


DOESN’T APPROVE OF MAGNANIMITY.

New York Correspondence Boston Herald: It 
has not yet been definitly decided that the 
Puritan will start in the race for the Douglass 
and Bennett Cups, which is the first open event

der. In all probablilty some one of the pres- 
ent owners will be the purchaser, unless some 
gentieman, desiring to own the Puritan for her 
record as well as for her sailing qualities, bids 
high against them. 

Capt. Gibson of the Priscilla was met by the 
Herald's representative on the ferry boat South- 
field this morning. He bad just come asho 
at Stapleton, S. I., from the Priscilla, and wit 
on his way to New York City. At first he was 
not disposed to say anything, preferring to be 
a listener. 

„Well, Capt. Gibson, what do you think of 
Monday’s race?“ he was asked. 

Turning round, he said: 1 don’t feel much 
alarmed aboutit. The Puritan is quite a ves- 
gel, and won't get very badly beaten.”’ 

“You had quite a race with her at Newport 
for the Goelet Cup.“ 

„es., and she showed herself to be a very 
weatherly boat. She was better than we were, 
and could better stand having her sheets flat- 
tened. The Priscilla could not do so well, and 
so we bad to let up on her. The Puritan is the 
best boat for hard weather, though improve- 
ments could be madeon the Priscilla. Both 
yachts are remarkable for their speed, and it is 
wonderful how near together they are. The Pu- 
ritan in short tacks and windward work was too 
much for us, and could beat us badly. In run- 
ning it wasa.ciose fit, though the Priscilla was 
a little the better at it. The Priscilla was in 
charge of a@ committee during the trial races, 
and so was the Puritan, but the Puritan com- 
mittee were all practical yachtsmen, and when 
a change was made they understood why it. 
was done. The Puritan has an advantage over 
the Genesta the same as she had over us, in 
having a clean, smooth freeboard. The chan- 
and lanyards which were 
attached to the freeboard on the Priscilla were 
a great impediment to her when she was sail- 
ing. so that when she struck a sea she would 
shake under it, and it made the water boil just 
where it entered. Beside, the channels did 
not strike the water at the same angle of the 
chain-plates and lanyards, and this caused 
more trouble.“ 

Does the Puritan work quick in stays?“ 

„Tes; I was.on board of her a few days ago 
taking a sail, and she acts just like a cat-rig 
boat. She comes in stays very well and 
gathers herself together very quickly. She is 
much better in this regard than the Priscilla, 
and the Genesta will gain Very little in tacking 
work, so far as quickness in stays is concerned. 
The large sloops were almost unknown here, 
and the English struck us in our weakest spot. 
The New York Yacht Club was forced to build

tions of each boat each time they tacked, and their positions when the race was declared off.

to a bard time the Genesta has got a 
little the best of it, aa she can reef ber sails 
quicker than the Puritan, having a loose-footed 
sail, and can trice the mainsail tuck up in case 
of asquail.

Can you give any estimate of the speed of 
the Puritan or Genesta?”’

ton. The former is a regular American. vessel. 
yet in the trip from New London here the 
Thetis beat ber handsomely, if one can judge 
by the published accounts, Such comparisons 
as these help us toform an estimate of the 
Genesta and Puritan.” 

Then you have no fear that the Genesta can 
sail fitteen miles an hour?“ 

„The statement that the Genesta can sail fif- 
teen miles is perfectly abeurd. She can sail 
twelve miles and a little better. So can the 
Priscilla and Puritan, and they can do a little 
better than that. Iexpect to see a hard rave 
to windward, but do not look for the Genesta 
to win. Astonishing reports have come to this 
country about what the Genesta can -do, but 
they don’t worry mein the least. A vessel of 
eighty feet can go at a certain rate of speed, 
and may vary a little either way, but when it 
is claimed that they can beat the average 300- 
feet iron ocean steamer I doubt it. It is my 
opinion that the Puritan will beat the Genesta. 
I have no doubt of it whatever. It is barely 
possible that the cutter may beat her, and if 
she does, why then the Genesta is a remark- 
able vessel.“

WORSE THAN HIGGINS, 


INDIAN-INSPECTOR THOMAS IN A FAIR WAY 
TO BE SUCCEEDED BY A BETTER MAN. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 9.—[Special.]|—When 

Morfis A. Thomas of Baltimore was appointed 

by President Cleveland to the position of In- 

dian Inspector there was a cry of indignation 
among all the decent Democrats in Maryland 
second only to that made over the appointment 
of Eugene Higgins.

2. That a fow years ago Ihomas was a member 
of astock broker’s firm that failed; that he took 
$18,000 of coupons for Dr. Miltenberger of this city 
for sale, and the day before the fajlure gave him a 
check for the amount which was not worth the 
paper it was written on. 

. That Thomas applied to the court for the ben- 
efit of the bankrupt act, and that the court refused 
to grant his request, giving reasons which were 
discreditable to him. 

Charges were also made that Thomas had 
since 1875 frequently stuffed ballot-boxes in 
locai elections, and had a very unsavory repu- 
tation even among politicians. Secretary 
Lamar seemed very much surprised when 
he heard these charges, and said they 
would be investigated at once. Aflida- 
vits to substantiate them were left with 
him, and then the delegation called on Presi- 
dent Cleveland. To bim they repeated the 
same charges. He seemed astonished, and in- 
quired who recommended Tuomas for the posi- 
tion. It was found that his indorsers 
were Senator Arthur P. Gorman and Co 
man Barnes Compton. President Cleveland 
assured the dejegation that the case would be 
investigated at once, andif the charges were 
sustained Thomas would be summarily bouncea.

It is well also that the survivors of the War 
should keep up these reunions. There is 
nothing sectional in their character. No 
feeling of prejudice is ever expressed at 
these meetings against the people of that 
section of the country who were dis- 
loyal. Old memories of antagonism are 
buried, and were the men who fought 
against the Army of the Tennessee to 
make their appearance here during this re- 
union they would meet with a cordial wel- 


come. It is natural, however, that old sol- 


diers gathering together should feel a pride 
in rehearsing their battles over again and 
recalling their victories, not in a sectional or 
vindictive spirit, but because they believed in 
the cause for which they fought, because 
they carried it through to final victory, and 
because it is now established more frmly 
than ever. If any precedent were needed or 
any apology were required for such celebra- 
tions, it would be found in similar meetings 
held at the South by survivors of the Confed- 
erate armies. They retain their organiza- 
tions and they meet as the Union soldiers do, 
though their gatherings, it must be con- 
fessed, are not as free from bitterness, for 
upon more than one occasion the old hostil- 
ity and prejudice have cropped out in their 
speeches and resolutions. This may be con- 
doned to a large extent, as they were the 
conquered armies, and men do not forget 
prejudice as rüpidl in tue eclipse of deteat 
as they do in the full sunshine of victory. 
Time will wear this bitterness away. 


The death of the Old Commander, Who 
used to attend these gatherings, lends a feel- 


ing of mournful earnestness to this reunion 
which will be tempered with pride in his 
illustrious record and exultation that in the 
midst of his physical sufferings and the 
extraordinary burdens that were heaped 
upon him he bore himself gallantly to the 
end and died like a true soldier, without 
murmuring. 

In the course of nature the ranks of the 
Army of the Tennessee will dwindle year by 
year; but so long as two of the old soldiers 
remain they should keep up these pleasant 
reunions. Even those who were cantempo- 
rary with the War need to be reminded now 
and then, in the rush of business and world- 
ly cares, of those days of alternate hope and 
doubt, to recall the thrill of delight over 
victory, and to renew their flevotion to the 
Union once more as they are reminded of 
duty to the country by the presence of the 
gallant fellows in their midst who saved 
the Republic. Besides these, a generation 


has come upon the stage who can re- 


member nothing of the War and know 
nothing of it except as they hear its 
story told and retold at these gatherings 
or read of it in current history. 
yet far enough away from it, however, for 
history to have such an effect upon the 
young as the presence and words ot the 
veterans themselves. For these and for 
every other reason which makes for the wel- 
fare of the country Chicago bids the veterans 
a hearty welcome. 


SENATOR HOAR’S SPEECH. 


The speech which Senator Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts delivered at the Essex Club dinner 


in Boston recently is refreshing reading. In 
loyalty to his party and its principles and in 
plain outspokenness the Massachusetts Sena- 
tor is the noblest Roman of them all.“ In 
his discussion of the political situation there 
were no reservations or conditions. He 
planted himself squarely upon the platform 
of Republican principles, and there he pro- 
posed to stand, even if he had to stand alone.

A SUGGESTION FOR THE DAKOTA 
CONVENTION, 

The Constitutional Convention now in ses- 
sion in Dakota assembled without an en- 
abling act, and there is no certainty that it 
can succeed in dividing the Territory and se- 
curing the admission of the southern halt as 
a State. Still it is in the power of the con- 
vention to perform a good work by framing a 
‘well-considered Constitution, and the oppor- 
tanity is peculiarly favorable, since the as- 
semblage at Sioux Falls includes a number 
of men of marked ability for such a duty. 
Even though the present scheme for dividing 
the Territory should fail, the convention may 
frame a Constitution so satisfactory that it 
will be adepted hereafter when Congress pro- 
vides for the admission of Dakota with or 
‘without division. There is no reason why 
the labor of forming a Constitution should 
be gone through with more than once, and as 
the present convention is so fortunate in its 
membership it ought to frame a charter that 
will eventually become the fundamental law 
of Dakota whether the scheme for division 
succeeds or not. 

IT CHICAGO 'T'RIBUNE has a suggestion 
to offer the delegates to the Sioux Falls con- 
vention. Let them provide in their draft for 
a Constitution that the Judges of the Su- 
preme Court may be required to give their 
opinion at once on any legal or constitutional 
question submitted by the Governor.

mend itself to the good sense of the people,

In a few of the States such a provision has 
been adopted and it has worked so well that 
the people would not listen to any proposi- 
Unfortunately, the Con- 
stitutions of nearly all the Western States 
lack this provision, although hardly a month 
passes without furnishing an illustration of 
its necessity. 

When a question arises as to the constitu- 
tionality of a law of great publi« importance 
the Governor should be able to submit it to 
the Supreme Court and obtain a summary de- 
cision. There is no reason whatever why 
such matters should be left to drag their slow 
course through all the courts and be settled 
only by lawsuits between private parties. 
Take such illustrations as the Scott law in 
Ohio, the prohibitory amendment in Iowa, 
and the Election law in Illinois, Why should 
not the eontroversies growing out of these 
matters have been settled at once by the Gov- 
ernor securing the opinion of the highest 
court in the State before the time for the law 
to go into effect? The questions in such 
cases concern the public far more than pri- 
vate individuals, and the highest interests of 
the State and its Government require their 
speedy determination. Under the present 
system it takes months, and even years in 
some cases, to test the constitutionality of a 
law by means of a lawsuit between private 
parties. Long after the time for the law to 
go into effect it remains doubtful whether it 
is valid or not, and hence follow vexatious 
delays, needless lawsuits, and often conflicts 
between the different departments of the 
Government.

REMOVAL OF MISS SWEET. 

The disgraceful and unmanly course fol- 
lowed by the President and Gen. Biack to- 
ward Miss Sweet has at last ended in her 
summary removal from office as Pension 
Agent at Chicago and the appointment of 
Mrs. Mulligan as her successor. The action 
taken in this matter is a striking illustration 
of the hypocrisy of the Administration in 
pretehding to favor civil-service reform and 


at the same time employing cvery artifice of 


cunning to use the public offices for partisan 
ends. Had the President and his subordi- 
nates ousted Kepublicans from office without 
reason and filled their places with Democrats 
according to the accepted doctrine of the par- 
ty as to the division of the spoils it would 
have been what the country should have ex- 
pected, and even Republicans could have 
found little cause for partisan complaint. 
Such changes would have been the natural 
and legitimate result of Democratic success. 
Instead, however, of taking the offices in a 
bold and open fashion, in accordance with 
Democratic theories and practices, there has 
been a prolonged effort to deceive the people 
by sham pretenses of reform. The sneaking 
methods of the Administration have never 
been better illustrated than in the case of 
Miss Sweet. 

Of course it will not be e that 
Miss Sweet is an offensive partisan.“ She 
Is not even a voter and never took any part 
in politics. As an official, Gen. Black, the 


present Commissioner of Pensions, has borne | 


testimony to her efficiency and admitted that 
she could not be removed from office for 
any reason personal to herself.” Her of- 
fice was one of the best managed in the 
country, and before any charge can be made 
against her Gen. Black must recant his own 
words when he cordially praised Miss Sweet 
for faithful and efficient discharge of public 
duty. It is true indeed that Gen. Black was 
willing to speak fairly and justly of Miss 
Sweet only when he thought she would com- 
ply with his request to give up her office be- 
fore the expiration of the term in order to 
accommodate some of his friends. The first 
effort to create a vacancy in Miss Sweet’s of- 
fice was made before the Chicago municipal 
election, and was intended simply as a move 
to assist in the election of Carter Har- 
rison. Since the failure of that attempt Gen. 
Black has been struggling with the 


problem how to evade his own testimony as | 


to Miss Sweet’s efficiency as an officer and to 
secure her removal for purely partisan ends. 
False and misleading charges have been 
made that the names of deceased pensioners 
were still borne on the rolls of her office, al- 
though it is not asserted that a dime has been 
paid to any person not entitled to it, or that 
she had failed to perform any duty in cor- 
recting the lists. The errors, if any, were 
due to the negligence of Pension Inspectors, 
not to that of the Pension Agent. Miss 
Sweet and her office have been shadowed by 
detectives in the hope of gaining some pre- 
text for her removal, but only this one miser- 
able sham and pretense was discovered. Her 
removal is a flagrant violation of the Civil- 
Service law, a conspicuous illustration of the 
hypocrisy of the Administration, and an act 
in every way contemptible. It is also an- 
nounced that Mr. Seeberger will soon be ap- 
pointed Collector of Customs, thus leaving 
only two important Federal offices in Chica- 
go—those of District-Attorney and Internal- 
Revenue Collector —unchanged at the end of 
six months of.sham reform. And it is risk - 
ing nothing to say that there will be Demo- 
crats in both the offices now heid by Repub- 
licans before Jan. 1. ,

DEFAULTER BRAINERD CAPTURED. 

Lawrence Brainerd, the absconding de- 
faulter who ruined a bank at St. Albans, 
Vt., a few years ago and fled to Canada, has 
been captured by a detective who decoyed 
him across the line into the United States 
and then put him under arrest. The de 


tective made Brainerd's acquaintance at 


Winnipeg and shrewdly represented himself 
to be a fellow-defaulter who had taken 
refuge in Canada, and in this way wormed 
himself into the confidence of the fugitive 
from St. Albans, The two became close 
companions in leading the life of ease and 
pleasure that prevails among American de- 
faulters who succeed in reaching Canada 
with their stealings still in possession. 
While the two were out on a shooting trip 
the detective managed to cross the line into 
the United States and at once put Brainerd 
under arrest. ‘There is nothing to show that 
Brainerd was kidnaped or brought 
within the jurisdiction of the United States 
in any other way than by the exercise of 
some clever detective work on the part of the 


H officer. 4 


When it was learned at Winnipeg that 
Brainerd had been taken across the line and 
put under arrest there was great excitement 
among the Canadian officials. They at once 
made every effort to recapture the fugitive 
and bring him back to his place of comfort 
and safety. The Canadian officers in their 
eagerness to intercept the detective and his 
prisoner secured an engine and made a wild 
run on the railroad and in their hot haste 


ran into collision with a freight train and 


narrowly escaped with their lives. They 
followed the detective across the line to 
Pembina and there attempted to have him 
put under arrest on a charge of assault. Un- 
able to find a magistrate who would issue a 
warrant, the Canadian officers returned to 
Winnipeg, and a telegram from that place 
now announces that legal steps will be 
taken at once to enforce the return ot the 
prisoner.”’. 

What right have the Canadian officials to 
‘resort to such extraordinary measures to pro- 
tect an American detaulter from punishment ? 
Brainerd is a fugitive from justice and made 
his escape to Canada while out on bail. He 
is not a British subject, but an American 
criminal under indictment for fraud, and it 
is an outrage for Canada to insist that he 
must be returned there so he cap escape pun- 
ishmenut and enjoy his stealings in peace. 
Under the defective extradition treaty it was 
impossible to arrest Brainerd in Canada, but 
the detective having cleverly managed to get 
him inside the -United States so that he 


might be taken in custody, the Canadian 
officials are determined, as they boldly say, 


to “enforce his return to Canada.” In other 
words, while Canada would not surrender 
this indicted criminal to the courts of this 
country, she yet demands his return to the 
Dominion, not for any purpose of justice, 
but merely that he may enjoy his bank 
plunder in peace. It is a strange sort of 
comity between nations that works only one 
way. 

If Brainerd had been guilty of murder, 
burglary, or any such crime there would 
have been no objection to his surrender; but 
the Canadian notion seems to be that ab- 
sconding bank officials constitute a rather de-

Mr. Armour thinks that 
there is reason to believe that the big stocks 
of hog product which have weighed so heavily 
on the trade during the summer will have 
nearly disappeared before the winter pack- 
ing begins. He is not sure of the prices at 
which the stuff will go out toward the end, 
but does feel pretty certain that the specula- 
tors are not making due allowance for the 
tremendous increase in the consumption 
which results from the improvement in busi- 
ness. In the same connection we may note 
that the manager of a large iron establish- 
ment at the East is quoted as saying that the 


best grades of iron are now in better demand 


than at any time in the last few years. His 
company has all the orderd it can fill at $30 
per ton, and another company has big orders 
at the same price. A month ago steel rails 
sold at $23. 


A WILD, weird story comes to us all the 
way from Scotland to the effect that some 
flour-dealers in the Land of Cakes are trying 
to induce consumers there to let the Ameri- 
can article alone, the reason being that it is 
aduiterated with wood-dust. This is a 
pretty tale, but unfortunately it must be told 
the other way, if at all. it was reported a 
few months ago that a factory had been 
started down East, somewhere near Port- 
land, for the manufacture of wood flour to 
be exported to the British Isles, where it 
was expected to find customers among the 
bakers. We do not know that the allegation 
isatrue one. The story may have been 
made up out of whole cloth. But if it be 
true, the sin lies at the door ot folks on one 
or both sides of the Atlantic Ocean, and not 
in the West. There is no such manufastory 
in this part of the world, and it would 
scarcely pay to bring the sawdust from the 
far East to be mixed with flour in the West, 
so long as we have plenty of the article 
which is euphoniorsly called Red Dog,” 
and finds a ready market in Auld Scotia.

About fifty Christian churches 
have been organized, several schools estab- 
lished, more than one-third of the islands have 
been visited, and in some of them bheathenism 
has been extinguished. The Scriptures have 
been translated into three of the native lan- 
guages, and the business of the missionaries 
has become so extended as to warrant the ex- 
penditure of $40,000 for a steam packet to 
maintain communication in the archipelago. 
Dr. Smith says the advancement in civilization 
and trade is entirely due to the labors of Amer- 
icans, without aid from Europeans.

A CALL has been issued for a meeting at 
St. Louis, to begin Sept. 29 and continue prob- 
ably for several days, of all the sportsmen in 
the country—the gathermg itself to become 
known as the Sportsmen’s National Conven- 
tion. The purpose of the convention will be 
to devise amore uniform system of fish and 
game laws, and to take the necessary steps for 
its enforcement. The clubs in St. Louis, some 
twenty-odd in number, are the prime movers 
in the project, but the announced intention is 
to secure barmonious action throughout the 
entire Union. 


THERE is to be a gathering of the Danish 
royal family next month at the Castie of Fre- 
d@usborg, near Copenbagen, including the 
Emperor and Empress of Russia, the King of 
Greece, the Duke and Duchess of Cumberland, 
and the Prince and Princess of Wales. The 
betrothal of Prince Waldemar of Denmark 
with the Princess Marie d'Orléans will then 
take place with much ceremony; and it is quite 
certain that another strenuous effort will be 
made by the Czar and by the King of Denmark 
to induce the Duke of Cumberland to come to 
an understanding with the German Govern- 
ment. On this subject the London World says: 


The throne of Brunswick is gone; but there is no

It appears that this stands sixth among 
all industries in this country in the amount of 
capital used, being exceeded only by metals, 
cotcons, woolens and worsteds, lumber, and 
flour; and its growth is shown by the fact that, 
whereas in 1880 the production of the United 
States was something over 13,000,000 barrels, 
in 1885 it was over 18,000,000. The United 
States stands third in the list of beer-produc- 
ing countries—Great Britain at une last general 
estimate brewing 1,000,000,000 gallons, Ger- 
many 900,000,000, and the United States 600,- 
000,000. The census reported 2,191 breweries, 
employing 26,220 people, who earned wages of 
$465.21 yearly—an average higher than in 
almost any other industry. The words “ale” 
and “beer” are used indiscriminately in En- 
giand, but American brewers confine the word 
beer to lager, the product of what is known as 
the under-fermentation process, and ale to the 
product of the upper-fermentation process, 
which are carried on with different kinds of 
yeast and at different temperatures.

The law requires 
strict secrecy in the Patent-Office with regard 
to all caveats filed. Nevertheless the Examiner, 
** without thinking,” apprised Mr. Bell that Prof. 
Gray's caveat interfered with his own claims, 
and Mr. Bell, at once amending his specifica- 
tions so as to include the principie of the tele- 
phone, secured his patent March 7, 1876. The 
grounds uoon which the Bell patent will be im 
peached are these: That bis knowledge of the 
caveat filed by Gray, without which he would 
never bave claimed the principle of the tele- 
phone, was obtained by legal means; that bis 
amended application was illegal because 
amendments can be lawfully made only upon 
the suggestion of the Commissioners; and 
that his amendments were not sworn to as the 
law imperatively demands.

He thought 
many fires originated in this way. 

In discussing the subject of the best meas 
ures for the rep u of incendiarism,” ali 
of the speakers agreed that fully nine-tenths 
of the incendiary fires are due to insurance 
compauies waich offer premiums to agents and 
thas the latter to procure over- 
insurance. This, they thought, was offering an 
inducement to bad men to set fire to their 
property for the sake of the insurance.

The Rev. J. P. Mills, who is on 
the Lorain County Pronibitionist ticket, made 
u personal appeal to the . conference not 
to pass the resolution, saying, among 
other things, that if it passed it would 
place a club in the hands of 
his enemies, with which they would beat out 
his brains. Then Bishop Merrill said: I am 
deeply interested in this matter. There is 
serious division in the church now on the 
question. To refuse to adopt a resolu- 
non might affirm the negative, affirm that 
which is expedient. I esteem Dr. Leonard 
as a preacter, but he has made a mistake. He 
has thrust this strife ou the whole church with- 
out consulting his conference, and it is the same 
with Brother Mills—a mistake of the head, not 
of the beart. I believe this strife will binder 
the cause itself. You have no right to aid any 
class of men, no right to be politicians. It is 
your business to be ministers. When any 
preacher wants to vote for Dr. 
Leonard he can do it, and it 
is not our business, vty we have a right to 
show him the action he is about to take. Iam 
interested in prohibition. I think the best 
way to prohibit is to get the good-will 
of all the men in the Legisiatures, be they 
Democrats, Republicans, Greenbackers, or 
Prohibitionists."” After this the Lyon resolu- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 57 to 53, and a 
compromise resolution passed to the effect that 
We do not bold ourselves responsible for the 
individual political alliances of any ministers 
or laymen in our church.“

The Relation of City Life to Health and De- 
velopment” was the title of a paper by Dr. 
Grace Peckham of New York City. She con- 
sidered the subject under five headings: its 
relation to infancy, to chikibood and youth, to 
the adult, to old age. Sbe referred at great 
length to the large rate of mortal- 
ity, especially among the young, and to 
the unfavorable conditions of impure air, 
uncleanliness, inactivity, and the herding of 
vast popuiations within circumscribed limits. 
Dr. D. A. Robinson of Bangor, Me., read a pa- 
per favoring the adoption of a general system 
of light gymnastics. Tonight a general debate 
took place on the adulteration of food.

The other officers were reélected 
with some minor changes. 

The American Historica! Association’s meet- 
ings were very largely attended today. The 
paper by the Rt.-Rev. C. F. Robertson, Bishop 
of Missouri, on Te Louisiana Purchase and 
Its Influence Upon the American System, was 
read by the Rev. Dr. Moses Coit Taylor.  His- 
tory of the Appointing Power of the President 
of the United States was the subject treated in 
a paper by Miss Lucy M. Salmon of the Univer-

LOCAL OPTION IN GEORGIA, 


— 
THE PROVISIONS OF THE NEW BILL AND 

THE RESULTS EXPSCTED—THE CLIMAX 

OF YEARS OF AGITATION. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 9%.—[Special. |—The 
Local-Option bill has been passed by the 
House as it came from the Senate and is now a 
law. The bill provides that upon the applica- 
tion for prohibition, signed by one-tenth the 
voters in any county, the Ordinary sbail hold 
an election to determine whether or not spirit- 
uous liquors shall be sold in that county. All 
persons qualified to vote for members of the 
General Assembly are qualified to vote in this 
election. The tickets shall be written 
“for sale and “against sale. If 
the result of the election should be 
against the sale the Ordinary shall 
give notice, once a week, for four weeks, and 
the act shall take effect as soon as the result is 
ascertained, except as to the vested rights of 
persons whose annual license has not yet ex- 
pired. If the result of the election should be 
tor sale” no other election shail be held in 
that county within less than two years. When 
any county goes against the sale no person 
shall seil or barter or indirectly, or 
give away at his place of business, or furnish 
at any other public place, apy alcohol, spirit- 
uous or malt liquors, or any other drinks 
which will produce intoxication. Nothing in 
the bill is to prevent the manufacture, sale, 
and use of domestic wines or cider, or the sale 
of wine for sacramental purposes, ed 
they are not sold by barrooms at retail. LX 
censed druggists will not be prevented from 
selling or furnishing pure alcohol for medicinal 
or scientific purposes. No election can beheld 
in any place where the sale of spirituous 
liquors is already prohibited either by high- 
license, local-option, or other legislation so 
long as these local laws remain in force. This 
is the Local-Option bill which represents the 
climax of a long prohibition campaign. At is 
probable that under its provisions nearly 100 
elections will be held in this State between now 
and the end of the year.

I did not charge my first 
sickness to the cake, but now I am sure the 
poison wasin it. Andrews told me how to 
steal the diamond piu and showed to me just 
where I would find it in Giles Brothers’ store. 
He gave me $16 for the chains, which he 
meited, and then when be was brought up in 
the police court he claimed be did not know 
me.

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TO RECLAIM 
COUNTRY” NORTH OF THE CITY. 

A scheme is now on foot to drain and re- 

claim the large tract of land known as the 


| “big woods country,“ about six miles long and 


three miles broad, lymg in the Townshivs of 
Evanston, New Trier, Niles, and Jefferson, 
Cook County. Commencing at Bowmanville 
this large tract reaches northward a distance of 
six miles to Grosse Point, and lies between 
what is called the east and west ridges. The 
territory in question covers about eighteen 
square miles, and is valued at nearly $2,000,000. 
For several years past the farmers have bad 
cause to complain of losses by inundation, and 
some days ago a meeting was held in School 
District No. 5 school-house, which stands on 
the prairie about two miles west of Rogers 
Park. About 100 farmers, owners of a large 

in question, 
took part in the meeting. County Commis- 
sioner Kleum was called to the chair. The 
Chair related the object of the meeting and 
called for remarks. Each farmer who spoke 
told of large losses by overflows. One man 
lost bis entire crop of forty acres of pickles, 
and others have had losses almost equally as 
large on potatoes, cabbage, etc. H. B. Hurd, 
who was one of the Cook County Drainage 
Commissioners that constructed what is known 
as the big ditch througù this territory twenty- 
seven years ago, recommended the formation 
of a drainage district for the purpose of clean- 
ing out and enlarging the big ditch and the 
construction of another north and south one 
and one-baif miles west of the first, 
both to empty into the North Branch 
at a point near Carpenter’s bridge. 
Mr. Hurd said he had studied the question 
thoroughly, and was convinced that by this 
means the prairie could be rendered perfectly 
dry. Henry Harms of Niles, another of the 
Drainage Commissioners, said such a ditch was 
thoroughly practicabie, and wouid intercept 
the waters that now flow east from the west 
ridge, submerging the land between Niles and 
the big ditch, a distance of three miles. Re- 
marks made by other speakers were similar in 
spirit, and, on motion of Mr. Budiong of Bow- 
manville, acommittee of three, eonsisting of 
County Commissioner Klebmg¢ Mr. Budlong, 
and George B. Reynolds of Evanston, was ap- 
pointed to take preliminary steps toward the 
formation of adrainage district, which is to in- 
clude all the land in question. The committee 
met in Chicago Monday and arranged to pro- 
cure the necessary data for a petition, which, 
it is understood, will be submitted at another 
meeting to be held soon in Niles Centre. A 
man thoroughly conversant with the situation 
said yesterday: The big ditch that was con- 
structed about twenty-seven years ago was 
originally from five to twenty feet wide, five 
feet deep, and six miles long, one end termi- 
nating in Lake Michigan north of Evanston, 
and the other in the North Branch near Bow- 
manville. At first it did its work well; but in 
later years it became filled with growing 
bushes, débris, and occasionally a farmer 
would throw in rails and sod to make a road- 
way across. The drainage laws of 1874 as 
amended by subsequent sessions of the Legis 
lature, especially the last, are most important, 
and are considered as rendering the law 
much more effective and easily worked. This 
law now requires that a majority of owners in 
the district, representing one-third of the lands 
to be benefited, must petition for the improve- 
ment before any action can betaken. In this 
case nearly all the property will be represent- 
ed. I have no idea what will be the cost of the 
improvement, The big ditch cost about $3,600, 
but work cannot be done nearly so cheap now. 
No, there is no difficulty whatever about plenty 
of fall. Beginning a half-mile south of where 
the big ditch enters the lake there is an ample 
and gradual siope to the North Branch. It is 
thought by some, however, that this country 
will neyer be thoroughly drained by any 858 
tem that may be adopted without deepening 
the North Branch. On account of its 
sluggish current water from the ditches 
would not be earried off rapidly enough. 
If that is 80, this could be done 
readily through che . concerted action 
of land- owners along the river. The river bed 
is of an excellent quality of clay, and, what- 
ever of this is removed, the brickyards that 
abound along the river would pay enough for 
it to almost pay tor dredging. In fact. many 
yards get their clay in this way. But whether 
that is done or not, I am confident that if the 
proposed scheme is perfected this eighteen 
square miles of land will be as well drained as 
any one could wish.“ 


BACK TO WORE. 
THE SWITCHMEN'S STRIKE ON THE FORT WAYNE 
ROAD ENDED. 


A meeting of the striking switchmen of the 
Fort Wayne Railroad was held at No. 112 
Randolph street yesterday forenoon, between 
seventy-five and 100 workmen being present. 
The first business to be transacted was to hear 
the report of the committee that had waited 
on Superintendent C. D. Law, as their future 
action depended on the course he intended to 
pursue. The crowd remained quietly in the 
hall for nearly two hours till the committee re- 


turned from their mission. The Chairman, Mr. 
Drury, stated briefly that Superintendent Law 
had admitted the justice of their course. 
The new man would have to take his 
place at the foot of the list; tke 
old bands could resume their former places 
and none of them were to be interfered with 
for the part taken in the strike. The speaker 
stated further that he had promised Mr. Law 
that the men would be back at work at 1 o’clock 
and begin the job of clearing the blockade.

A QUEER COMPLICATION. 
MISS BROWN GETS MRS. BROWN'S MONEY-ORDER, 
AND LOTS OF TROUBLE ENSUES. 

There are probably a good many Jenny 
Browns in the City of Chicago, and the coinci- 
dence of two of these having their mail sent to 
the general delivery of the Post-Office and call- 
ing there for it the same day led to some un- 
pleasant complications yesterday, which 
resuited in the arrest of three persons. One ot 
the Jenny Browns referred to here is a Mrs., 
the other a Miss. Both were expecting money. 
Miss Jenny Brown was the first to call, and 
through some mistake she received a letter ad- 
dressed to Mrs. Jenny Brown. Jenny had 
recently arrived from Indianapolis, where 
she worked in a factory, and was ex- 
pecting money from a young man 
signs himself Will.” When she opened 
the letter the first thing to catch ber eye was a 
money-order. Sue says she scanned the letter, 
but noticed no peculiarities about it, neither 
as to handwriting nor signature. The letter 
was signed Al. instead of Will,” as she 
had expected, and came from Rockford instead 
of Indianapolis, where he was when she had last 
heardfrom him. Even the difference in resi- 
dence did not seem strange, as the man travels 
for his father’s business, and may be in a good 
many different places in the course of a mouth. 
This is her explanation, and it is rather thin 
when applied to the facts, for the letter pro- 
ceeds in the first line to deplore the fact that 
her child is sick. The order was for $5. The 
girl claims she was anxious to get the money 
and did not give any special attention to 
the letter. She was accompanied by her 
friend, Mary Morley, who said she 
had had orders cashed before, and who 
took charge of the order, signed it, and pre- 
sented it at the window of the examiner. The 
order was signed Mrs. Jenny Brown.“ The 
examiner refused to pay it until the person 
who presented it could be identified. Mary 
Morley, it seems, said she would attend to that 
also, and the two giris went to the plumber- 
shop of Harry Phillips, at Nos. 76 and 78 South 


Market street, and asked him to go down and 


identify them, Mary had worked in Phillips’ 
family as adomestic, and he consented. He 
did not look at the order. Arriving at the 
Post-Office, ali three went up to the examiner’s 
window, and Phillips said he knew the girl who 
had the order, and that she was the one to 
whom it was to be paid. The exam- 
iner did not know Phillips, and asked 
bim to get the carrier who delivers 
mail at his place of business to identify him. 
The carrier was sent for, and while they waited 
Mrs. Jenny Brown, who was the real owner of 
the order, put in an appearance. She had in the 
meantime gone to the general delivery window 
and received another letter which bad just ar- 
rived with an order for $1U from another per- 
son at Rockford, which ehe desired to have 
cashed. When she preseuted it the examiner, 
Mr. J. B. Stiles, declined to pay it also without 
identification, because it had been taken from 
the general delivery. The lady had a sick 
child who was about to undergo an operation, 
and begged that the money would be paid at 
once, as she desired to get away in haste. The 
examiaer shook his head, telling her inci- 
dentally that he had just refused another 
person of her same name that 
it was impossible to tell who the orders 
belonged te» She replied that she had 
expected another order from a friend at Rock- 
ford. This led to the discovery of the fact that 
the money she expected was to come from the 
same person named in the advice referring to 
the order heid by Miss Jenny Brown. 

By this time Miss Jenny Brown and her two 
friends had. arranged their identification and 
were standing at the other end of the same 
line, gradually coming forward to get the $5 
order cashed, and the examiner, who suspect- 
ed them of an attempt to coliect the money un- 
lawfully, ran out and called them into the 
Post-Office Inspector's room, where they were 
put through a rigid examination. The entire 
party, Harry Phillips, Mary Morley, and Jenny 
Brown, were then taken before United States 
Commissioner Hoyne on charges of violating 
the postal laws. Mary Morley was charged 
with perjury and the other two with 
being accessories. The examiner's testimony 
proved to be the weak point of the case. He 
could not remember under oath whether Mary 
Moriey had said that that was ber signature, 
whether be bad seen her write it, nor whether 
Phillips nad said, ‘* This is Mrs. Jenny Brown,“ 
or simply, I know this party,“ as he (Phil- 
lips) claimed. it seems that Phillips did not 
know what name was signed to the order.

THE GOVERNMENT BUELDING. 
A REMOVAL. 

About two months ago, when Serena Agent 
Summerville of Peoria was appointed to take 
charge of the District of Chicago, the then act- 
ing agent, John S. Phelps, was assigned to tem- 
porary duty at Chicago as an assistant to Mr. 
Summerville. This was considered at the time 
by Mr. Phelps as a premonitory symptom of 
ultimate discharge, and he quietly awaited the 
issue, knowing that the grounds of such re- 
moval would be purely political, and therefore 
not to be contested.

SILK-CULTURE. ; 

Creston, Ia., Sept. 6.—| Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—The letters of Miss Lucy Fox in your 
Saturday issue relative to silk culture are most 
interesting and instructive, and as an ardent 
advocate of the propagation of silk-worms 
througbout the West I would like to say a 
word to those interested in the matter. 

1 think, with all due respect to other corre- 
spondents, that the recommendation of the 
leaves of the osage-hedge for worm-food is a 
grievous mistake and calculated to cause loss 
and discouragement to those who enter upon 
the raising of worms for profit instead of pleas- 
ure. Granting that it makes equaliy as good 
silk as the muiberry there is one great draw- 


for pieasure time is taken to strip the leaves 
from the stems and even to select the best 
leaves. But in the cultivation of the large 
numbers necessary’ to financial success this 
process is impracticable on account of the time 
and expense incurred in the picking and strip- 
ping, and the osage must be simply cut and 
given to them the same as mulberry brush. 
As all know who have experimented w:.th silk- 
worms ut certain times they possess enormous 
appetites and are almost boggishin the man- 
ner in which they wil rush to feed. The troubie 
with the Osage is that the worms will impale or 
scratch themselves. on the sharp thorns and 
cause death and iilness. This has been the ex- 
perience of ali those in Kansas who have made 
the attempt, and you must recollect that in 
Scuthwest Kansas there are over 10,000 Men- 
nonites from Southern Russia who are the 
most expert raisers and reelers in the world. 

One other thing I notice is the mention of 
“*steaming’’ the cocoons for the purpose of 
destroying or stimm them. Why steam 
them, when the process of stifling them as 
practiced in France, Italy, and elsewhere by 
all large raisers is so much simpler—namely: 
laying them on blankets exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun? Three or four hours’ sunning 
stifies them completely. Besides the trouble 
engendered by steaming there is also positive 
injury to the silk. When the cocoons are 
steamed too much—as is so often the case— 
the gum of the silk is destroyed, which 
greatly depreciates the quality of the silk. If 
they are not steamed enough to endanger the 
gum the chrysalis is not stifled, and the result 
is pierced cocoons, worth not more than one- 

fitb as much as the silk. 

The climate of the West, especially Kansas, 
is parti¢ularly tavorable tor the culture of silk. 
More so even than Southern France, as a crop 
wiil mature in five or six weeks, against eight 
or nine in France, so that more hatchings can 
be made, ana the worms are not subjected to 
the diseases that attack themin other States. 
Experience proves Kansas, in fect, the best 
climate in the world tor the propagation of 


siulk-worms. 
What is required to boom this industry 


and ot

ent States to erect reeleries in different places 
in the State, so that the cocoons can be reeled 
at home, and without the expense of shipping 
them to Philadeipbia (which city, I think, is the 
only one now possessing a reciery).

Full Text of a Speech Which Has Cre- 
ated a Great Sensation in 
England. 


The Remarks of the Irish Leader Fre- 
quently Interrupted by Loud 
Oheers. 


Dustin, Aug. 24.—The banquet of the Irish 
parliamentary party to Mr. Parnell in order to 
celebrate their parliamentary triumphs took 
piace this evening m the Imperial Hotel. 
Sackville street was blocked by crowds and 
bands from shortly after 6 o’clock, and the 
people loudly cheered the members as they ar- 
rived, The reunion was confined strictly to 
members of the party, prominent Nationalists 
outside that circle being rigidly excluded. Mr. 
Justin McCarthy, M. P., presided. 

Mr. Parnell, who was received with loud 
cheers, said: I schall not venture to follow 
you, sir, in your kind words regarding myself 
and the feelings of the party toward myseif. I 
will only say that in my experience of our par- 
liamentary movement during the epoch we 
have just closed I have always on- 
ought to think a 
great deul more and to value my colleagues 
agreal deal more highly than they should 
value me for my services. No, no.] In look- 
ing back upon these years we might, perhaps, 
tonight be tempted to refer to our legislative 
achievements, but I feel convinced that I in- 
terpret your sentiments best, asI certainly ex- 
press my own, when I say that cach and all of 
us have only locked upon the acts 
—the legislative elements—which we have 
been able to wring from an unwilling Parlia- 
ment as a means toward an end [cheers], and 
that in the hour of our deepest depression and 
greatest discouragement we should have 
spurned and rejected any measure, however 
tempting, however apparently for the benefit 
of our people, if we had been able to detect 
that bebind t lurked any danger to the legisia- 
tive independence of our land. | Loud and pro- 
longed cheers.| Although during this Pariia- 
ment, which has just expired, we may have 
said very little about home rule, very littlé 
about législative independence, very little 
about the repeal of the union [cheers], yet I 
know well that through each of our hearts the 
thought of how these good things might be best 
forwarded was never for a moment absent 
loud cheers}, and that no body of Irishmen 
ever met together who have more consistently 
worked; and worked with a greater effect, for 
that which always must be the hove of our 
Nation until its realization arrives. Loud 
cheers.] We might, I say, refer to those legis- 
lative achievements. We might refer to the 
Land act, an admirable measure in its way, 
even an unthought-of measure at the time 
when many of us have come into political life. 
(Uheers,.| We might refer to the Arrears act: 
we might dwellon the Franchise act, under 
which almost manhood suffrage has been eon- 
ceded to Ireland; we might reoa to our recollec- 
tion the Redistribution act, under which, despite 
the open hostility of one party and the badly- 


concealed envy of the other, we succeeded in 


getting in the new Parliament the full repre- 
sentation of Ireland without the loss of a single 
man. |Cheers.] 

But se things, although importantin them- 
seives, are not, as I have said, the end and alm 
of our existence asa party Hear, bear]: and 
aithough we can not refuse, and never have 
refused, good measures—although we bave al 
ways, and wisely, I think, made ita part of 
our program to gain tor Ireland such concers- 
ions as might be got at the time provided we 
did not sacrific greater and more enduring 
national interest—yet we have always got de- 
fore us that we were sent from this country 
not to remain long in Westminster j|cheers|, 
but to remember that it was forus to look 
upon our presence there as a voluntary one, 
and to regard our future, our legislative fut- 

uce, as to our own native country 
of Ireland. [Loud cheers.) I therefore prefer 
not to dwell upon these important legislative 
enactments—which, as I have said, are all of 
them means to an end—butto consider two 
thmgs which are even more pleasing to my 
mihd than any such matters. I look back 
with tondess upon your actions during 
the last five years; 1 look pack with admira- 
tion upon the position that the party has 
achieved tor itself. Mr. McCarthy was good 
enough to say that to my leadership—I think 
that was the term be used—that to me was due 
the credit and the honor. I cannot indorse 
that statement. Mr. Arthur O’Connor—* But 
we do.“ They say a bad workman finds fauit 
with his instruments, but certainly I have not 
been able to find fault with my assistants. A 
laugh.| Ido not wish to imply in any respect 
that 1 claim for myself the position of u good 
workman.

I think that 
tew can estimate the extraordinary ability, the 
wonderful industry, the genius of discipline, 
the absolute self-pegation, the unselfishness, 


the courage, and the devotion that has been 


displayed by each one of you; and it would re- 
quire a knowledge such as I can only 
have, and it would require a tongue 
or a. pen far beyond my power 
to hand down to history my  opin- 
ion of your services to your country. 1 can- 
not attempt the task of describing or estimat- 
ing the enormous importance and value of what 
you have done during the five years which you 
are now about to close. I can only say as re- 
gards myseif that those services have been my 
constant admiration. I have marveled that it 
was possible for any nation, for any country, 
to get together such a body of men under any 
circumstances. I marvel that it should have 
been poss ble for Ireland in her position, with 
all her talent, ber supposed best talent, divorced 
from her with the terribie engines and means 
which have been used to terrify, to cajole, and 
to persuade her sons to enlist under another 
flag than her own. |** Hear, hear.“ ] It is a mar- 
vel—it seems to me that it must have been a 
dispensation of Providence—that it could have 
been possibie for our country to have found 
such sons and to have been served as she has 
been served during the five years of the Parlia- 
ment of 1880 to 1885. 

And what is our present position? It is ad- 
mitted by all parties that you have brought 
the question of legisiative independence to the 
point of solution. ([Cheers.] It is not, surely, 
a question of self-government for Ireland; it 
is only a question as to how much of this seit- 
government they will be able to cheat us out 
of. “ Hear, Hear.“ ] It 1s not now a question of 
whether the Irish people shall dec de their own 
destinies and their own future, which—I was 
going to say our English masters, but I am 
afraid we cannot cail them masters in Irelana 
—it is a question with them as to how far the 
day, what they consider the evil day, shall be 
de:erred. You are, theretore, entitled to say 
that so far you have done weill. You have al- 
most done miraculously well; and we hand to 
our successors an unsuli.ed flag and a battie 
more than half won. and a brilnant history. 
|Cheers.| We now come to the question of tne 
future. I will not say that we come to the 
question of the choice of our successors, be- 
cause I hope none of us will have any success- 
ors. jLaughter.| We come to the choice of 
our future colleagues. I suppose it will be 
necessary for each of us to take a future col- 
league under bis wing in the new Parliament.

RAILROAD WRaCKS. 


ONE ON THE DELAWARE & HUDSON RESULTS 
IN SERIOUS LOSS OF LIFE—THROUGH A 
BRIDGE—FREIGHT TRAINS COLLIDE. 

Troy, N. I., Sept. 9.—|Special.}——-The mid- 
night express train on the & Hudson 
Railroad dashed into a rock, which heavy rains 
had washed to the track, at Comstock’s, Wash- 
ington County, about 3 o’clock this morning. 
The train consisted of an express-car, a bag- 
gage-car, two sleeping-cars, and three coaches, 
and was bound for Montreal. A sharp curve 
shut from view the point at which the rock, 
weighing several tons, had fallen. When 
the locomotive was almost upon the rock 
an attempt was made to stop the train, but tono 
purpose. The engine struck the obstruction 
while almost under fuil headway, hurling from 
the track the bagrage-car, the express-car, and 
Grand Trunk coach No. 47. The baggage-car 
tipped completely over. The engine, tender, 
ana baggage and express cars are a total 
wreck. The loss of this property is $6,000. 
Two Delaware & Hudson coaches and the Grand 
Trunk coach were damaged about $1,500. Frank 
Brown of Whiteball, the engineer, was at his 
post when the coll sion occurred. He was 
killed instantly. His skull was fractured, 

body so badly scalded that 
N flaked of weden touched. 

‘The  tireman, Thomas Dougberty of 

Whitebail, was standing at the side of Brown 

when the rock was struck. He was taken alive 

from under the wreck of the tender, but is so 
terribly scalded that it is doubtful if he sur- 
vives. Winslow Stevens of Troy, express mes- 
senger, and Johan Burt of Cohoes, baggage- 
man, were both in the express-car, which 
tipped completely over. When found in the 
car they were buried under its contents and 
the débris.. Stevens’ back was seriously hurt 
and he sustained internal injuries which 
may prove fatal. Burt’s face and 
head were shocking y cut. Bernard 

Norton, a brakeman, was badly 

injured.: The smoking-car, which contained 

| thirty passengers, also .capsized, and it is re- 
markable that only one person, Jobn Carso 

(colored) of Port Henry was seriously injured. 

His condition is critical. Most of the other 

occupants of the smoking-car were slightly 

bruised. Fortunately neither of the sleeping- 
cars left the track, and loss of life that might 
otherwise have ensued was averted. The rock 

which caused the accident dropped from a 

ledge atthe west side of the track. Travel 

was delayed until noon today.

About all the 
inspiration to maintain prices among the sasb, 
door, and blind dealers has been imbibed from 
the Minneapolis manufacturers, and their ab- 
sence from the last mevting held in Chicago 
explains the weakness. A new discount sheet 
will probabiy be put out at the meeting to be 
held Sept. 23. The sh pments of lumber were 
very heavy during the last week, and the ral, 
road reports show an increase in the output 
of 109 cars over the preceding week. 
Some of these shipments can be traced 
to the advance in prices which 
went into effect Sept. 1, and which left orders 
in the hands ot a number of firms made prior 
to that date unfilled. But trade bas been very 
good. The tall trade has fairly set in and or- 
ders have been so liberal as to very much en- 
courage the belief that the recent advance will 
be maintained. Thus far the experiment has 
been very satisfactory, the action of the Min- 
neapolis manufacturers being followed at 
other points. The local trade in both St. Paul

An Eastern paper wants to know why the speeu- 
tors in wheat keep their prices knowingly above 
legitimate business quotations for export, aden 
sagely remarks: 

England and her markets should receive some 
little consideration at their hands. Most emphatic- 
ally we say to bull and bear alike, “ Swallow your 
losses,“ but come to legitimate business levels 
before you force your great buying factor England 
into other and equally cereal supplying markets. 

Inasmuch as the market is at the lowest level 
ever known, and fails to draw business at that, one 
may be pardoved for thinking it just possible that 
the author of the above extract does not know any 
too well what he essays to write about.
